An extraordinary food theory has 
been brought forward by. Dr. J. 5. 
Goodall, lecturer: to the Middlesex 
Hospital Medical School. He declares 
that when you enter a restaurant and 
select a chocolate-colored food you un- 
consciously show yourself a man of 
taste and refinement; but if, on the 
contrary, you show a partiality for 
yellow-colored foods, your taste is 
most probably low and vulgar. : 

Dr. Goodall, .in explaining his 
strange theory, says that he first made 
experiments with animals. ‘A cat, 
for instance,” he says, “is very much 
influenced by the color of its food. 
In one experiment I placed a number 
of pieges of meat,.each tinted a dif- 
ferent color, before a cat. The ani- 
mal looked at each piece carefully, 
and then selected the red-colored meat. 
Dogs, on the other hand, do not ap- 
pear to use their visual sense like 
cats... If the food smells all right a 
dog will eat anything. 


“Human beings are very sensitive ly 


as to the color of their food. By 
making inquiries among caterers 1 
found that chocolate-colored foods 
were easily the most popular among 
ths educated glasses. The poorer 
classes have a liking for yellow. One 


of the reasons of this may be that they | 


think such foods richer than 
owners.” 

Pink is by far the most populer col- 
or with children. If a child is offered 
the choice of a pink and a yellow 
sweet, the pink variety will invariably 
be selected. Curiously enough, how- 
ever, foods artistically colored green 
appear to be avoided by all. 

Dr. G. Norman Meachen, the well- 
known dietetic specialist, upholds the 
view that diners-out are largely influ- 
enced in their appetites by the color 
of the foods which are brought before 
them. 

“Certain colors,”” he says, ‘‘stimu- 
late the appetite and digestion, while 
others have the reverse effect. White 
foods, such as white fish, are stimu- 
lants to the appetite.

I 
nave entered a restaurant with very 
feeble appetite and ordered a steak.

THE FIRST ASTOR. 


A Daring and Resourceful Operator In 

the Fur Trade. 

John Jacob Astor was born In the lit- 

tle village of Waldorf, in Germany, in 
1763, just as France at the close of 
|} the Seven Years’ war was ceding 
Canada to England. He sailed to our 
\side of the Atlantic in 1783, when, 
George Il. in the treaty of Paris was 
| acknowledging our independence and 
when tbe merchants of Montreal were 
establishing the Northwest company. 

He became a fur dealer, gradually 
gained control of the trade south of 
,Lakes Huron and Superior. except 
that which was in the hands of the 
Mackinaw company, and won a repn- 
tation as a daring and resourceful op- 
erator, which made his name known 
in Montreal, St. Louis, London and 
Canton. 

He bad a dozen vessels afloat, repre- 
senting a capital of $1,000,000, carry- 
ing furs to England and China in 
1800, and at the time that the pur- 
chase of Louisiana in 1803 pushed our 
boundary to the Rocky mountains he 
was the wealthiest and most success- 
ful merchant in the United States.— 
North American Keview.

- Tt-appears that in the Stoney Creek 
field in New Brunswick, there is 4 
district were a number of wells have 
recently been brought in. each with 
a daily capacity of 50 barrels. while 
the total flow of gas from all the wells 
on that field is estimated at 40.000. 
000 cubic feet per day. Contracts 
have been entered into with the city 
of Moncton to supply power for the 
lighting of the city, for fue! gas, and 
for the proposed new tramway. The 
distance to Moncton is only ten miles. 
In Albert Coufity the once extonsiva 
but now exhausted deposit of alber- 
tite, which looks like coal, but is 
really congealed oil, produced one of 
the first yields of kerosene. There are 
other important minerals in the die- 
trict, but attention is now centred 1n 
the oil, which has been located after 
40 years of boring. The gas accumn- 
lated ‘is the first product procured, 
and after it is let off, for use or other- 
wise, the oil can come in to fill ita 
place. There are seven wells pumped 
for oil 1n this area, the power of the 
pumping station being transmitted 
from well to well for over two miles. 

In 1910 the total production of the 
Canadian fields amounted to only 
307,533. barrels. compared with 573,632 
barrels in 1909. ;

King George, a short time ago creat- 
ed the Right Hon. R. B. Haldane, 
Secretary for War, a Viscount. To be 
& member of a Cabinet pledged to a 
turtailment, which, in the opinion of 
many. well-informed politicions, will 
practically amount to an abolition of 
the Peers’ Veto, and, at the same 
time, to have accepted a peerage; to 
be a strong. though never blatant, 
militarist; to be a warm, personal 
friend of Mr. Balfour, and an official 
colleague of Mr. Lloyd-George, has 
been the lot of few. But it has been 
Mr. Haldane’s. It is one of the iron- 
ies of public life that a man is, at 
times, forced to assume a position for 
which he seems to be little qualified. 
But in Mr. Haldane’s new sphere of 
labor he will certainly find nothing 
uncongenial. For his is pre-eminent- 
ly the type of mind t6 which a second 
chamber appeals. He has all the judi- 
cial mental attitude, all the reflective 
capacity, all the tempered enthusiasm 
for the British Constitution, which go 
to make the ideal peer. Ever since 
the outbreak of the Boer War there 
have been speculations as to which

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Alberta is a greater cattle country 
now than it ever was in the old ranch- 
ing days. Surprising though, it may 
seem, this}-statement is borne out by 
statistics which show that the pro- 
vince last year exported more 
than in any previous year in its his- 


tory. 

Once upon a time all that Alberta 
had in the way of industries was the 
ce trade. Then the country became 
the mecca of cattle. and horse ranch- 
ers, finally the ranchers were crowded 
out in most parts and the cry’ was 
raised that the ranching industry was 
| killed. 

In 1906 the ranchers of the pro- 
vince sold off their surplus stock arid 
@& general clean-up was observed 
throughout the catile country. Men 
with great herds of cattie sold: almost 
every hoof; other men with just as 
big ranches cut down the number of 
their herds so as to be able to run 
| them on their restricted ranges. 

The homesteader had come in and 
taken up the ranch country, he had 
| broken tne ground and planted wheat, 
e had brougat a few cows. The big 
ranchers deciased tne cattle industry 
| was dead, the range was gone, the 
herds were gone} aud the cattle could 
; not be raised. In 1906 the ranchers 
made their big sale, 114,000 head in 
; all. The ranches were swept clean ‘of 
almost everything saleable. 

The two follow:ng years the cattle 
| shipments were low, 94,000 in 1908 and 
| 80,000 head in 1907. ‘then came 1909 
when the aomesteaders began to have 
| something to turn off themselves. The 
| total of the cattle shipments of that 

ear was 127,000 head, more than the 
| big year when the ranges were cleaned 
| pp to 1906. But the increase did not 
| stop in 1909. The small, farmers’ out- 
; put was increasing and in 1910 the 
| total number of beef cattle sold in 
| the province of Alberta was 154,000 
| head.
